there should be a future before other means of mechanical transport, 
preferably steam driven. ‘The present state of the roads necessitates 
the employment of vehicles of considerable horse-power, entailing 
the expenditure of comparatively large capital; but improved com- 
munication will change these conditions, and lighter and less costly 
vehicles should be able to be used. ‘I'he chief obstacle to the intro- 
duction of mechanically driven vehicles on the roads lies in the 
stipulation which is at present made by the vilayet authorities that 
all such vehicles shall be fitted with rubber tyres. Considerable 
apprehension appears to exist as to the damage likely to be caused 
to the roads by the passage of these vehicles over them; this will 
doubtless vanish after a few years of experience. ‘The vehicles 
which seem likely to be most useful are those suitable for the 
transport of grain, timber, &c. 


A large number of revolvers were imported last year; 70 per cent. 
of these were manufactured at Eibar (Spain) in 
Firearms. imitation of the Smith-Wesson model, and were 
sold at Adrianople at prices ranging from 13 to 
18 fr. (10s. 6d. to 14s. 6d.) each. Sporting guns of Belgian manu- 
facture are sold, the price at the factory being from 4 to 60 fr. (3s. 3d. 
to 2/. 8s.) apiece. Owing to the increased facility in obtaining 
powder, there is a good demand for these. British sporting guns 
enjoy an excellent reputation, but their price is prohibitive for the 
majority of purchasers. A few are imported from Constantinople on 
special order. 


The foreign beer imported has hitherto been entirely German, but a 

Dutch beer has recently made its appearance on 

Beer. the market. ‘There is at present a large sale for 

beer manufactured in Constantinople, which is 

sold at 1} pias. (24d.) per bottle. ‘There is a large beer garden in 

the town of Adrianople and another at the suburb of Karagach, at 

which the joint daily consumption during the months from June to 
September inclusive is about 800 gallons. 


A considerable impetus has been given to the trade in foreign leather 

by the orders which the military authorities have 

Leather. placed with local merchants for boots with soles 

of Italian leather. Italian soles cost 2 fr. 90 c. 

per kilog. (about 1s. 1d. per lb.) c.i.f. Dedeagach. Soles for civilian 

boots are chiefly Austro-Hungarian, and cost 4 fr. per kilog. (about 

ls. 5d. per lb.) c.i.f. Dedeagach. 

Patent leather comes from France and Germany, chiefty from the 

former country; but there is no great demand for this article. 


The trade in cotton yarns last year was divided equally between Italy 
and the United Kingdom, the decline in British 

Cotton Yarn. imports, as compared with the previous year, 
amounting to 33 per cent. ‘This appears to be 

due to the fact that no British yarn firms are represented in

Adrianople, so that local merchants wishing to deal direct with the 
exporter have recourse to Italian firms. ‘The terms of these latter— 
four months’ credit or 4 per cent. discount for cash against docu- 
ments—are also in accordance with local trade methods. ‘The

Italian competition has made itself felt in sewing cotton, and British 

trade has declined by 20 per cent. Italian qualities 

Sewing Cotton. are much inferior to British products and only 

Oo per cent. cheaper, but buyers do not seem 

capable of distinguishing the difference in quality. The position in 

this trade formerly enjoyed by British goods could undoubtedly be 
regained by the appointment of a good local agent. 


A military contract for grey cotton cloth, amounting in value to 7,000/., 
again specified American Cabot A as the article to 
Cotton Cloth. be supplied. The price was 417d. per metre 
(about 3#d. per yard) delivered in the military 
depéts at Adrianople, duty and transport being paid by the contractor ; 
these two items may be reckoned at 13 per cent. There seems no 
reason why preference should be given to the American article. It is 
understood that at Constantinople the contract was obtained by a 
British firm. Here, again, the services of an energetic local man 
as agent would probably result in the adoption of the British article 
as the sample. Imports for civilian purposes amount to some 3,000I. 
yearly. 


The predominance of British trade in woollen cloth is due entirely to 
army contracts, only a very small quantity having 
Woollen Cloth. been imported for civilian use. The cloth chiefly 
sold in the market, known as “ braschova,” is of 
low quality. It was formerly entirely an Austro-Hungarian pro- 
duct, but German manufacturers have in the past 12 months succeeded 
in placing on the market a cloth which compares favourably with the 
Austro-Hungarian as regards quality and price. The Austro-Hun- 
garian cloth costs from 5°5 to 6°6 kronen (4s. 7d. to 5s. 6d.) per metre 
of width 1°40 metres, and the German cloth 4°4 marks (4s. 3d.) per 
metre of similar width—both c.i.f. Dedeagach, with a discount in both 
cases of 5 per cent. for cash against shipping documents. 


A demand for ready-made clothing is beginning to arise, although 
the total sales in Adrianople are at present very 

gs small (about 200/.). Small quantities have been 

: imported from Germany, prices varying from 

18s, 2d. to 27s. 3d. for greatcoats, and from 17s. 8d. to 2l. for suits.

HANDBOOK OF THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE

Colonial Trade Enquiry Offices in the United Kingdom. 

The Handbook further contains a statement as to the duties of the 
Trade Commissioners appointed by the Board of Trade, in Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, and the Union of South Africa, and a list 
of the local Trade Correspondents in British Colonies, together with 
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Handbook of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade.

MARKING OF GOODS IMPORTED INTO FRANCE. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Calais (Mr. C. A. Payton, M.V.O.) on the trade of that district in 
1910, which will shortly be issued :— 

Cases have come under H.M. Consul’s notice where goods of 
British manufacture for sale in France have been marked with the 
name of a French firm, and thereby rendered subject to a fine for 
infringement of trade-mark regulations. To avoid risk of this, 
Customs officials point out that all such articles, and the packages 
containing them, should be plainly marked “ Importé d’Angleterre ” 
or “ Fabriqué en Angleterre.” 





BRITISH PETROLEUM MOTOR ENGINES FOR FISHING 
BOATS. 


A complaint has been brought to the notice of the Board of Trade 
with respect to the alleged action of a representative of a Swedish 
firm of manufacturers of petroleum motor engines designed for use in 
fishing vessels, who is said to be spreading through Russia and Siberia 
a statement to the effect that all British motors used in fishing vessels 
have proved to be failures, that the only reliable motors for such use 
are those made by his firm, and that the British Government are 
subsidising owners of fishing boats flying the British flag who fit 
these motors into their vessels. 

As the traveller in question is reported to be proceeding from 
Siberia to China and Japan, the Board desire, in the interests of 
British manufacturers and others, to make it known that the state- 
ments above referred to are incorrect and entirely without foundation.

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BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 

Turkey, Adrianople—The following information is based on the 
report by H.M. Consul at Adrianople (Major L. L. R. Samson) on 
the trade of that district in 1910, which will shortly be isssued :— 

British manufacturers have undoubtedly shared in the general 
commercial improvement, and it is satisfactory to report that the 
increase in British trade which has been noticeable during the past 
two years is more than maintained. This is chiefly due to large 
military contracts. The purchase by the military authorities of army 
blankets seems likely to give an impetus to the sale of this article 
amongst civilians. Private individuals who have seen the British 
blankets supplied have been much impressed by their quality and 
low price. It seems therefore not too much to hope that they may 
shortly replace the inferior foreign blanket which at present holds 
the market. 

A large number of circulars and catalogues are received at the 
Consulate during the course of the year from British manufacturers, 
for the information of a number of whom it is to be noted :—(1) 
‘hat there is no demand for electrical machinery, railway plant, 
whisky, table linen, athletic outfits, &c. in the Adrianople district; 
(2) that circulars and catalogues in English, with British weights 
and measurements, quotations being given in pounds and shillings, 
receive little or no attention at the hands of local merchants, 
who are unacquainted with the language and the measurements. 
The Consulate is, of course, prepared to assist with translations 
when asked for; but the catalogues in question, which, being in the 
nature of advertisements, should arrest the attention of those into whose 
hands they fall, fail signally in this respect. Heads of firms are the 
best judges as to whether the probable result in trade to be obtained 
by so doing justifies the cost of printing a catalogue in French, but 
the distribution of catalogues in English is, as far as the Adrianople 
district is concerned, a useless expenditure of money. 

(3) That adaptability to the business methods in vogue, particularly 
in regard to terms of credit, would certainly result in an increase of 
trade. Local merchants are, as a rule, unable to pay cash against 
shipping documents, and though frequently able to make arrange- 
ments with local banks for advances, they prefer to obtain credit from 
houses with which they are dealing. It is practically out of the 
question to do a large trade in this district unless credit of from four 
to six months from date of invoice is given, or a discount of from 
3 to 5 per cent. for payment on arrival of consignment.

Mexico, Vera Cruz.—The following information is from the report 
by H.M. Consul at Vera Cruz (Mr. L. J. Nunn) on the trade of that 
district in 1910, which will shortly be issued :— 

Somewhat increased numbers of commercial travellers are now 
visiting this district in the interests of British firms, and H.M. 
Consul is informed that they have, in some cases, expressed consider- 
able surprise at the small amount of attention that is paid to increasing 
British trade with Mexico. The Consulate receives during the year 
enquiries relative to a very large number of subjects, such enquiries 
generally being accompanied by a certain amount of printed matter, 
which more often than not is in English and states the cost of the

goods at some home port. This printed matter when in such shape 
is really of very little use, and it is surprising that those desirous of 
increasing their trade by correspondence do not quote c.if., so that 
possible customers would know what an article would cost them 
delivered at Vera Cruz, exclusive of customs duties and landing charges. 
H.M. Consul has often been told by leading dealers that they, as a 
rule, pay little or no attention to catalogues and other matter printed 
in foreign languages, especially where the weights and measures are 
not given in the metric system. In nearly every case the first ques- 
tion asked is, ‘‘ What will the goods cost me delivered in Vera Cruz?” 

H.M. Consul also calls attention to the circumstance that 
the Consulate is frequently asked to undertake the distribution 
of trade circulars and printed matter compiled entirely in English. 
To do this properly would necessitate the translation of the 
major part of the papers, or the sending of someone to explain 
to those in the trade the particulars of the goods offered. This is 
quite impossible, as it would necessitate the employment of a large 
staff to attend to the requirements of all correspondents, and the men 
so employed would also have to be more or less experts in practically 
an unlimited number of trades. After many years’ residence in 
Mexico, H.M. Consul is convinced that the only way of increasing 
trade is to send competent representatives as canvassers, who could 
undertake probably two or three classes of goods, bearing in mind 
that amongst other requisites essential to success is a knowledge of 
the Spanish language, which will conduce to a speedy acquaintance 
with the requirements and customs of the inhabitants of the country. 

Another point of trifling importance, but which seems to cause 
more irritation than the loss of a sum of importance, is the failure 
of some British firms to put more than a ld. stamp on letters 
destined to Mexico, to which the postage from the United Kingdom 
is 24d. Quite a number of letters are received at the Con- 
sulate in the course of the year insufficiently stamped. This is 
apparently a small point, and it is hard, perhaps, to realise the 
irritation that it causes, especially as in Mexico correspondence when 
insufficiently stamped is detained at the post office, and the person for 
whom it is intended is obliged to send to the post office, purchase the 
surcharge stamps, place them on the letter, and obtain their cancella- 
tion before he can receive the correspondence, all of which means 
more or less loss of time either for clerks or messengers. 

It is a matter of some surprise also that more use is not made 
of the parcel post for the forwarding of samples and small packages, 
instead of the very cumbersome system of turning goods over 
to a forwarding agent. For instance, a case was recently brought to 
the notice of H.M. Consul where a small parcel, which, if sent by 
parcel post, would have cost the receiver about 8s., with the advantage 
that this would have covered delivery at any large town in the 
Republic, was sent through a forwarding agent, whose charges alone 
were much in excess of the total that would have been collected by the 
post office ; and to this had to be added not only the steamship charges 
(always higher for parcels), but another agent’s fee for clearing the 
goods at Vera Cruz, resulting in an expense to the consignee amount- 
ing to upwards of 1/. 10s.

The stipulations of this Agreement cannot, however, 
be invoked either in regard to special advantages already granted or 
which may in future be granted by Portugal to Spain and Brazil, or 
in regard to those advantages which Portugal or Italy has already 
granted or may in future grant exclusively to neighbouring States 
in order to facilitate frontier traffic. 

Italian wines in Portugal and Portuguese wines in Italy are to be 
reciprocally subject, as regards importation, to the highest duties in 
force in each of the two countries, with the exception, on the one 
hand, that Marsala and Italian vermouths shall enjoy in Portugal 
the benefit of the minimum duties applicable to wines and vermouths 
coming from any other place, provided that the Marsala wine has 
been produced in Sicily or the adjacent islands and is accompanied 
by a certificate issued by the Syndic of the locality. -On the 
other hand, the Portuguese wines of Port and Madeira shall 
benefit in Italy by the reduced duties applicable to wines from any 
other place, provided that they have been produced, in the case of 
Port, in the region of the Douro, and, in the case of Madeira, in the 
Island of Madeira, and that they are accompanied by certificates 
issued by the Customs authorities of Oporto and Funchal respectively. 

The Portuguese Government agrees to prohibit the importation, 
distribution, exhibition and sale in Portugal of any wine whatsoever 
with the designation of Marsala or any similar name, which has not 
been produced in Sicily or in the adjacent islands, and which is not 
accompanied by a certificate of origin issued by the proper Italian 
authorities, and, reciprocally, the Italian Government agrees to 
prohibit the importation, distribution, exhibition and sale in Italy, 
of any wine whatsoever with the designation of Port and Madeira 
or similar names which has not been produced in the Portuguese 
districts of the Douro or Island of Madeira, and which is not accom- 
panied by a certificate of origin issued by the proper Portuguese 
authorities. 

The most-favoured-nation treatment for which provision is made in 
the present Agreement is to be applicable on the one hand to 
Italy and on the other hand to Portugal and the adjacent islands, 
namely, Madeira, Porto Santo and the Archipelago of the Azores ; 
and it is at the same time understood that the products of the 
Portuguese Colonies imported into Italy, either directly or by way 
of continental Portugal or the adjacent islands, and the products 
of the Italian Colonies imported into Portugal or the adjacent 
islands, either directly or by way of continental Italy, shall be treated 
for purposes of importation as though they were the products 
respectively of Portugal and Italy. 

The present Agreement took effect immediately and is to remain in 
force until the conclusion of the final Treaty, which is to be signed 
by the High Contracting Parties as soon as possible, the right to 
denounce the present Agreement being reserved on three months’ 
notice being given by the said Parties.

If a steamer which has arrived in the port cannot proceed to the 
quay by reason of the elements, or because the quayberth assigned to 
her is still occupied by a steamer which cannot leave her quayberth 
by reason of the elements, the time consumed until the steamer is 
finally berthed alongside shall not be reckoned as lay days. 

2. Concerning the account of days for steamers which have to go 
under the elevator, or away from the elevator, for the purpose of 
loading :— 

In those cases in which a steamer should go under the elevator, or 
away from the elevator, and the shifting of the steamer is rendered 
difficult by reason of the elements, so that it is impossible to 
begin loading on board on the appointed day at the proper time, the 
time used in shifting the vessel under or away from the elevator shall 
not be counted as lay days. 

3. Concerning the account of time for steamers arrived at 
Nicolaieff :— 

In the event of it being impossible, by reason of the absence of ice- 
breakers, for loaded steamers to leave the quay in order to make room 
for steamers that have arrived, the time during which steamers are 
waiting on turn shall not be counted as lay days until it shall be 


possible for them to come alongside, the disabling cause being an 
act of God. ) 


NotE.—The aforesaid decisions refer to all steamers without exception, 
notwithstanding any conditions in the charter contracts, i.e., even to 
steamers freighted by charter party containing special clauses as to 
the counting of a steamer’s days from the time of her arrival in port.

304 metric tons were obtained in 1909, as compared with 168 tons in 
1908, and 130 in 1907. The crude oil, which commands a price of 
about 4/. 15s. per metric ton, is stated upon analysis to be quite 
equal to the best Pennsylvanian oil in the amount of naphtha and of 
parafiin it contains. If, as is confidently expected, the further 
deepening of the shafts, which is being carried out by a Dutch 
company, results in the tapping of the main underground source, 
there is every prospect of a large and lucrative petroleum industry, 
the oil-bearing strata having been traced for a distance of several 
miles along the northern flank of the mountains of the Bavarian 
Tyrol. 
"A spring strongly impregnated with iodine also has been struck in 
the course of the explorations. 
Trial borings for petroleum have also been made from time to time 
in the Bavarian Palatinate. These, however, have so far proved

With reference to the notice on p. 214 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 26th January last relative to the 
appointment of a Royal Commisston to report on 
the question of the erection of further central 
sugar mills in Queensland, the Board of Trade 
have now received a copy of the report of this 
Commission. 

It is recommended that two additional mills, of 
10,000 tons and 5,000 tons capacity respectively, should be erected for 
the 1913 crushing season, at Babinda Creek, Russell River, and at 
Darradgee, Johnstone River; and that in certain circumstances a 
third mill, of 5,000 ‘tons capacity, should be erected at Jarvisfield, 
Burdekin River. Further, that for the 1914 season a mill af 8,000 
tons capacity should be erected at the South Branch of the Johnstone 
River. The subject of the further erection of central mills should 
be allowed to remain open to review by the Treasurer from time to 
time. 

The Commissioners state that the sugar industry of Queensland 
appears to them to be seriously menaced by the importation of 
foreign-grown sugars, which are at present being introduced into 
the Australian market and, in spite of the import duty of 6l. per ton, 
sold at a price lower than that of the Australian manufactured article.

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During 1910 about 10,000 tons of these sugars were imported and 
sold in competition with Australian sugars. Should such imports in 
the future largely exceed the consumption, say the Commissioners, 
it would be necessary to put in force the existing legislation [e.y., 
the Australian Preservation of Industries Acts] for the prevention of 
such practices. 

As regards the production of beet sugar within the Commonwealth, 
the industry in Victoria has not yet emerged from the experimental 
stage, and, even should success attend these experiments, it will in 
ail probability be some years before the production of beet sugar will 
materially affect the Australian market.

The falling off in the yield is due to the severe drought in these 
Provinces this season. The maize crop in the Cape Province has 
been normal, but the quantity produced there is as a rule consumed 
locally, and will, therefore, not affect the export trade. There is thus 
likely to be little, if any, maize available for export this year from 
the Union. (13,267.) 


MOROCCO. 
H.M. Consul-General at Tangier (Mr. H. EK. White) reports that the 
exports of chickpeas from Morocco last year 
yer ses * igg amounted to 59,017 ewts., valued at 26,092/. ‘I'he 
_ shipments were almost exclusively from Laraiche 
(22,425 cwts.) and Casablanca (32,827 cwts.); the crop in the Saffi 
district failed owing to drought. 

This year large quantities of chickpeas have been sown in the 
Laraiche and Casablanca districts, on account of the good prices 
obtained in 1910, and the crop prospects, owing to favourable rains, 
are very good. Large quantities have also been sown in the Mazagan 
district, and the prospects are very good; a large supply should be 
available for export. In the Saffi district, chickpeas were extensively 
sown, and there are prospects of an abundant crop. (13,322.) 
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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The following information is from the report by the British Vice- 
Consul at Charleston (Mr. A. Harkness) on the trade of that district 
in 1910, which will shortly be issued :— 


Mention was made in last year’s report of the unsatisfactory 
conditions prevailing in Sea Island cotton culture, 
for which Charleston has been the leading market 
for many years, and the abandonment in some 
g instances of Sea Island for Upland growing as 
ea Island bei ftabl rie awe ‘ 
Setten: eing more prolitable under then existing con 
ditions (see “ Board of Trade Journal” of 21st 
April, 1910, p. 144). The conditions of poor demand and low 
prices show no apparent improvement, present or prospective. For 
the last few years the demand for Sea Island has steadily decreased, 
with a corresponding falling-off in prices, until growers now claim 
that at present offers of about 25 c. (1s. 03d.) for middling grades 
the cultivation of this staple is unprofitable. A good deal of 
attention has been given to this matter recently by growers, and the 
opinion seems to be general that too much of this cotton has been 
grown for the world’s requirements, and that the only remedy for 
the evils complained of wiil be a reduction of acreage by at least 
00 per cent. for the future, or until such time as prices may adjust 
themselves on a fairer basis for both grower and buyer. 

Careful investigation into the causes of present conditions show 
that this quality of cotton is not now used by manufacturers in 
making numerous articles for which it was formerly deemed necessary. 
The competition of Egyptian cotton has also affected the Sea Island 
markets in the United States, as it has been found to answer the 
purposes of Sea Island cotton in many cases. 

In view of these adverse circumstances, growers of Sea Island 
cotton in the three States of South Carolina, Georgia and Florida 
have recently met together, and an organised effort on their part 
will doubtless be made next season to try and remedy the unfavourable 
conditions now prevailing.

JAPAN (COREA), 


The following information is from the report by Mr. Acting Consul 
G. B. Sansom on the trade of Corea in 1910, which will shortly 
be issued :— 


The cotton growing industry of Corea is one on which great hopes are 

set, and considerable efforts are being made to foster 

Cotton Growing. it. A cotton cultivation association, formed under 

official auspices in 1905, devotes itself to 

encouraging the cultivation of the upland species of American cotton. 

It produced in 1909 about 400,000 lbs. from 1,000 acres, and this 

year will own plantations covering 7,500 acres. The ground 

available for cotton in Corea is estimated at 1,300,000 acres, of which 

it is said that 600,000 acres will be planted with Upland cotton by 
1917. 

Reports are now (February, 1911) to hand of the proposed forma- 
tion of a company for raising cotton in Corea, promoted by business 
men jn Japan, and approved by the Government-General. The 
capital will be 500,000/. (one-quarter paid up at formation), and 
operations will commence with the purchase of 12,500 acres of 
cotton lands to be cultivated by tenants. Should anticipations be 
realised, Corea will before long be able to supply a good proportion of 
raw material to the Japanese mills. The cotton district will be 
served by the Honam Railway.

H.M. Consul at Liideritzbucht (Mr. E. H. W. Miiller) reports that 

Whalin a company is being formed in Germany, under the 

5 name of the “ Deutsch Siidwest Afrikanische Wal- 

fang Aktiengesellschaft,” of Hamburg, with a 

capital of 1,000,000 marks (about 48,000/.) for the purpose of carrying 

on whaling operations off German South-West Africa. It is proposed 
to boil down the catch at a spot adjacent to Liideritzbucht. 

A company formed in British South Africa also has leased a portion 
of the foreshore in Sheerwater Bay (“ Sturmvogelbucht ”), between 
Liideritzbucht and Diaz Point, for the purpose of setting up a plant 
for treating the whales harpooned in these seas. H.M. Consul adds 
that there are a considerable number of whales in the South Atlantic

PORTUGAL. 


The “ Diario do Governo” of 26th May contains the text of a decree 
for the introduction in Portugal of anew monetary 
system. The new unit is to be the “escudo,” 
equivalent to 1,000 reis, and is to be sub-divided 
into 100 centavos. Provision is made for the issue of a maximum 
of five million 1 escudo pieces, fifty million 50 centavo pieces, 
fifteen million 20 centavo pieces, twenty million 10 centavo pieces, 
and an aggregate of two hundred and twenty-five million pieces 
consisting of 4, 2, 1, and 4 centavos, The new system will be 
adopted by the Government for public accounts at such time as may 
be opportune.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &o. 


The arrangement inaugurated on lst January, 1907, whereby 
the names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential in- 
formation as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as 
to other connected matters, are placed cn a special Register at 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has 
met with widespread approval, as evidenced by the steady in- 
crease in the number of names so registered. Formerly no 
charge was made for admission to the Register, the only require- 
ment being subscription to the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal.’’ The 
great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are now (since Ist April, 1910) re- 
quired to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant 
General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W.., for 
the service, including the supply of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal,’’ instead of merely subscribing to the ‘‘ Journal,’’ as 
previously, through the Government Sale Agents. British 
firms who wish to have their names registered should apply in 
writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, 
Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of appli- 
cation. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms 
upon the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular 
Officers in Foreign Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Com- 
missioners and the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the British 
Dominions, and from other sources available to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is com- 
municated to firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 
1910, 1,180 such Circular letters were prepared, and copies 
(totalling 74,203) were despatched to firms on the Register in- 
terested in the trades to which the Circular letters respectively 
related, as compared with 1,104 Circular letters and copies 
totalling 51,816 sent out in 1909. 

Notre.—A part from the Special Register arrangements referred 
to above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to 
answer enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the 
interests of British trade (see below).

Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender ; Sources of Supply, 
Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in
